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Hartnell’s Oldest Student Reminisces

Every Tuesday and Thursday morning, Wes Towne sits 
at a ceramics wheel, molding smooth brown clay with 
his 93-year-old hands. 

This former telephone company engineer-turned-artist 
is Hartnell’s oldest student, as verified by the Office of 
Admissions birth records. The father of two adopted 
sons, he resides in Salinas with his wife, Hazel, 82. He 
has been attending Hartnell for more than 28 years. 

Everyone seems to be captivated by Towne, who is an 
articulate man. He made the front page of the 
Californian on his 93rd birthday. He’s been on TV 
news. And people are rightly interested, because he’s 
got a lot of interesting stories to tell: 

On WWII - While working for the telephone 
company, Towne was drafted for four years’ duty during 
World War II. 

“I went to Italy, North Africa, and South America. I 
got a really nice trip out of it. Of course, some of it 
was not very pleasant, but it wasn’t a bad time for me,”

greatest inventions of his time. 

“Computers are great. Everything is on 
computer. All they have to do is look you up 
and they have your whole history.” 

He went on to say that the world is much 
more fast-paced. He remembers his boyhood 
in 1910 at the dawn of the automobile age. 
One had to crank the motor for the car to start. 
The steering wheel was just a stick. 

Towne’s first car was a used 1922 T-Model 
Ford that he bought for only $25! 

“Tt ran pretty good. I ran around in it for a 
long, long time.” ; 

On long life - “I ate good food. My wife, 
Hazel, is good at cooking. She’s taken care of 
me. I enjoyed life all the way through...I went 
fishing.” 

Wes also goes for a 20-minute walk, or rides 
ona stationary bike everyday. However; Wes 
claims he was never athletic. 

“T never could catch a fly,” he joked. 

He said he also once “filled in for a local

“Roosevelt gave the word. The priests were in 


hiding...we were within a mile of the abbey,” he said. 
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“Between the infantry and big guns was as close as I got 


to the heavy fighting. Otherwise, maybe I wouldn’t be 


here.”

The sport Wes did enjoy was “wrestling on the lawn.” 

On his passion for art - What Towne lacks in 
athleticism, he makes up in art ability. He paints, draws, 
sculpts, and enjoys visiting art museums. 

Longtime friend and ceramics instructor, Gary Smith, 
credits Wes with being able to make the transition from 
working at the telephone company to being an artist. 

“Wes puts a lot of energy and thought into his art. His 
interests are very wide-ranged and only seem to 
broaden,” Smith said. He added that Wes is “just as 
comfortable talking to a 17-year-old, as to a person close 
to his age.” ; 

Towne’s first exposure to art was when he was 10 


Out of all art, ceramics is his favorite. While Wes was 
in a painting class, he would go into the ceramics class 
during breaks, and decided to try it. 

“Once you get on the wheel, you’re hooked. I’m 
having more fun doing ceramics than I ever have 
before.” ; 

One of Towne’s favorite pieces is the birdbath in. his 
backyard that he made for Hazel. He sculpted a tiny 
statue of an Asian dancing girl for the decoration. 

On the love of his life - Towne met Hazel, his wife of 
50 years, while on a business trip to San Francisco. He 
went to a diner to eat and she was a hostess in the dining 
room. The rest is history.

“He’s a pretty good looking man,” said Hazel, a 
musician. “He’s a perfectionist...he works with his 
hands well.”

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Hartnell Rejects Sexual Harassment Claim

Hartnell College has rejected a 
harassment claim by Kathryn Butler. She 
charges that she was sexually harassed by 
Hartnell President Edward Valeau, then 
wrongfully terminated by the college. 
Butler is the college’s former director of 
marketing, public relations, and 
governmental affairs. 

In a Nov. 18 letter, Larry Carrier, Vice 
President of Adminstrative Services for 
Hartnell, said that Butler’s claim was 
rejected and that the college would seek 
to recover all costs of defense. 

There was no comment by Butler’s 
attorney, Stephanie Rubinoff. 

Butler had filed a similar lawsuit in 
June, but withdrew it and sought new 
representation to file a new action. The 
Board voted not to renew Butler’s 
contract, therefore terminating her 
employment with the college effective 


June 30, 1998. 


The new lawsuit, filed Oct. 7 
in Monterey County Superior Court, 
claims that Valeau made unwelcome 
sexually suggestive 
comments and 
engaged 
in unwelcome sexual 
conduct. 

Among Butler’s ” 
allegations are that 
Valeau repeatedly 
called her at home 
late at night asking 
for dates, and told 
Butler on several 
occasions that she was “attractive.” 

Butler also claims that Valeau told her 
that her clothing did not show enough of 
her body and that she needed to use all of 
her “assets.” 

The claim also states that on one 
occasion Butler received flowers for her

birthday from two individuals and Valeau 
demanded to know who had sent the 
flowers, and asked her if she was “doing 
two men at once.” 

Butler also alleges that Valeau told her 
that no man would want her if she didn’t 
know how to cook, and that Valeau 
attempted to kiss her. 

Butler claims that Valeau told her in 
front of other people that her job was “to 
have babies.” 

Butler states that she performed all of 
her duties satisfactorily and that when she 
refused Valeau’s advances he engaged in 
behavior that adversely affected her 
ability to do her job. 

She claims that Valeau ignored her in 
the workplace; regularly canceled 
meetings that were necessary for the 
performance of her duties; and denied her 
an upgraded.computer for two years. 

The lawsuit seeks relief for lost and 
future wages, including other benefits; 
punitive damages against Valeau; and

A complaint of sexual harassment 
against Valeau was made by Patricia | 
Caldwell, former vice-president of 
instruction. Her complaint was withdrawn 
in April. The Board agreed to grant her an 
extended paid leave of absence.until June 
30, the effective date of her resignation. 
Caldwell had said she was leaving the 
college to pursue new professional 
interests. 

Butler claims that in Caldwell’s lawsuit, 
she was identified as a witness. An 
investigator for the college then contacted 
Butler for questioning regarding the 
matter, telling her that her responses 
would be confidential and would have no 
effect on her employment status. Butler 
goes on to claim that this investigator, 
Rudy Asunsolo finally pressured her into 
participating in the investigation and that 
her interview would be kept confidential.

People are coming from all over, 

- pouring into Hartnell’s bookstore. But 
they’re not buying school supplies. 
They’re not- buying Hartnell sweat- 
shirts. So what's the hottest item in the 
bookstore? You guessed it -- beanie 
babies. 

The bookstore usually gets a 
shipment of beanie babies once a 
month, according to bookstore 
employee Kari Breaux, 23, who is also 
a beanie collector. She said she has 
more than 100 beanies. 

The most recent shipment arrived 
Tuesday Nov. 10. This shipment 
included hard to find beanies, including 
“Erin,” the green. shamrock bear; 
“Princess,” the Diana bear; and 
“Peace,” the tie-dyed bear. All beanies 
sell at the regular price of $5.99, a 50 
percent markup from wholesale. The 
bookstore has been getting shipments 
of beanie babies since March. 


“The new ones sell out almost 
immediately,” said bookstore employee 
Irene Morris, 36. 

Morris said that this particular 
shipment, which came in around 12:30 
p.m. would probably sell out by 7 p.m. 
Morris went on to stress that the 
bookstore prides itself on making the 
beanie babies available to everyone. 

“We have to remember that these are 
for kids,” Morris said. 

Bookstore manager Paul Casey also 
emphasized that the bookstore tries to 
make the sale of these popular toys fair 
for €veryone by saving some for the 
evening crowd that comes in around 5 
p.m., when a lot of people are getting off 
work. 

To make the plush dolls more 
accessible, the bookstore's current policy 
is that a customer may not purchase more 
than one of the same beanie. This is to 
prevent collectors from buying them all 
up and reselling them for outrageous 
prices to people desperate to get their 
hands on a particular beanie.

Brown says that beanie babies are 
now more of a commodity. 
Originally, they were just supposed 
to be a cute little toy. 

When asked if he personally 
collects beanies, he responded, “Hell 
no!” 

Another student, Jared Hawk, was 
spotted buying beanies as gifts for 
his mom’s birthday. 

“They’re just hard to find 
anywhere else,” said Hawk. 

Hawk and Brown are two Hartnell 
students who buy beanies in the 
bookstore, but most of the people who 
crowd in line nervously hoping to get the 
bear they want are not even students. 

So how do they find out? Bookstore 
employees said there is no advertising. It

Touch Of Evil is a Must See

“Touch Of Evil” has it all, from a 
player piano with its sinfully seductive 
serenade, to its alluring fortunetelling 
owner with eyes a guy could get lost in. 
From friends betraying friends, to 
enemies befriending enemies, this movie 
is the MacBeth of film noir. 

In 1957, Orson Wells directed "Touch 
Of Evil." He was supposed to edit the 
movie as well, but Universal Pictures had 
other plans and relieved him of the job. 
Wells was present at a prescreening of the 
movie and wrote a 58 page memo telling 
Universal how he had intended the movie 
to be done. They ignored the memo and 
released the movie as it was: It wasn't 
until just recently that the memo was ' 
found and the movie was restored to 
what Wells had in mind. 

"Touch Of Evil" is film noir at its best. 
Film noir is a style that started around 
1932 and ended for the most part in the 
1950s. If you've seen any detective or 
gangster films of this time period where 
the main character narrates, there is a 
prevalence of saxophone jazz; not 
everything gets resolved; there are lots of 
shadows of venetian blinds and ceiling 
fans; and most of the scenes are shot at 
night, you've seen a Film Noir movie. A 


couple of newer films that still fall into 
the category of Film Noir are 
"Chinatown," and "L.A.Confidential. But 
the old black and white movies seem to 
have an added demension over color 
films. 

"Touch Of Evil" is set in the late 1950s 
on both sides of the Mexican-American 
border. The first six minutes of the movie 
is an uncut scene of pure suspense which 
starts with a bomb being placed in teh 
trunk of a car. The movie has an array of 
angles that make every scen an edge-of- 
your-seat, unnerving masterpiece. It has 
more grit than a mouth full of broken 
teeth, and, like a pretzel, has just enough 
twists to go full circle and then some. 

I saw this movie three times when it 
was playing at the Dream Theater in 
Monterey. If you are interested in seeing 
this film, you can call the Monterey 
County Film Commission for more 
information about theater locations. I’m 
crossing my fingers that it will come out 
on video. I give “Touch of Evil” four 
stars without a doubt.
